“go dry.” 
Hostesses who 
have 
not hesitated heretofore to 8®*7® 
cocktails before dinner with the 
assumption, of course, that 
it 
was all “pre-war,” are beginning 
to omit the 
stimulants 
before 
dinner and say nothing about It 
If It ever becomes the fad 
"go dry” here it will bo the most 
important thing th at has happen­ 
ed in the way of developing pub­ 
lic sentiment behind the prohibi­ 
tion law. 
For It is an open se­ 
cret that when people come here 
from various parts of the country 
and see officials serving 
intoxi­ 
cants they go back home 
with 
the impression that either 
the 
spirit or the letter of the law Is 
being violated at the very seat of 
government. 
Hoover Personally Dry. 
Herbert Hoover Is reported to 
have told friends that ever since 
he became a public officer and 
the prohibition amendment came 
Into effect, he has felt an obli­ 
gation not merely to observe the 
law himself but not to accept the 
hospitality of 
others 
on 
this 
point. 
The attitude of cabinet officers 
toward serving 
Intoxicants 
at 
their homer has gradually under­ 
gone a change. In the latter part 
of the Wilson administration and 
the first part of the Harding ad­ 
m inistration 
high 
officials 
thought nothing about the 
Im­ 
pression they gave 
in 
serving 
liquors to their guests. 
Then 
came the pressure on 
President 
Harding from various sources to 
set an example. 
He had always 
felt that so long as he did not 
serve liquors in the formal din­ 
ing room it was hts privileges to 
accept gifts from friends of pre­ 
war beverages 
and 
that 
this 
might be consumed in the privacy 
of the white house apartments. 
But just before hts western trip 
he decided even this was not de­ 
sirable and In his famons Denver 
speech called on 
everybody 
to 
give up their stocks of 
liquors 
even though legally acquired. 
Embassies to Conform? 
Under the Coolidge 
adminis­ 
tration the cabinet officers have 
uniformly observed the spirit as 
well as the latter of the law but 
beyond the cabinet circle the dry 
law has not had too many sup­ 
porters, especially

attended by members of congress 
in the various homes where most 
of the entertaining is done.

George McManus Agrees 
to Delay in Hearing on 
Murder Charge 


New York, Nov. 30—(ZP)—The 
short affidavit on 
which 
George 
McManus was arrested for the kilt­ 
ing of Arnold Rothsteiu was ex­ 
tended today until next Wednes­ 
day, three more persons were held 
as material witnesses, 
and 
the 
grand Jury adjourned for the week­ 
end without returning any indict­ 
ments. 
The extension of the time limit 
of the affidavit was granted on re­ 
quest of District Attorney Jacob 
Banton, and McManus agreed with 
a smile, though It was in his power 
to demand formal hearing at once 
to determine whether there was 
evidence which justified his deten­ 
tion on the murder charge. 
This action was followed almost 
immediately by appearance at the 
criminal courts building of “Tough 
Willis” McCabe, an agent of Roth­ 
stein whom subpoena servers had 
been unable to find, and Sam and 
Meyer 
Boston, 
brothers. 
They 
were held In 810,000 ball each as 
material witnesses, bringing the 
total of persona held to nine. 
It wax learned that Banton had 
asked the grand Jury for a blanket 
indictment charging McManus and 
two others, designated 
only 
as 
John Doe and Richard Roe. with 
the crime. Jane Doe, mentioned in 
the early papers in the investiga­ 
tion, has dropped out of the case. 
This woman in the case was be­ 
lieved to have helped in hiding 
McManus from the police for three 
weeks after the crime, but when 
McMapug surrendered the warrant 
for her was countermanded. 
Before the grand Jury adjourned 
today it questioned several wit­ 
nesses 
including 
Mrs. 
Caroline 
Rothstein, widow of the slain gam­ 
bler, and 
Assembly mail 
Maurice 
Cantor, Rothstein’* attorney 
and 
one of thx last persons to talk to 
him. 
Banton Indicated that he was not 
convinced Rothstein did not whis­ 
per the name of his slayer to some­ 
one before he died. 
He recalled 
that several years ago Rothstein 
testified against three men who 
had held him up and as a result 
they were convicted. 
“If he was willing to testify In 
that case,’’ said tho district attor­ 
ney, “why should he have with­ 
held thx name of the man who shot 
him? So far, however, all the per­ 
sons who talked with him Just be­ 
fore he died say that he did not 
make a statement about the per­ 
sons who fired tho shot"

Detroit, Nov. 30—(ZP)—The United 
States and Canadian governments 
moved simultaneously to crush the 
rum running and bootlegging rack­ 
ets along the Detroit water boun­ 
dary, estimated to represent a $50,- 
000,000 a year industry.

Th© sale of 1929 automobile Ii- 
cense plates will open at the State 
Savings bank this morning, c. W. 
Malloch, branch manager, announc­ 
ed yesterday. 
Next years plates 
have yellow figures mounted on a 
black background, making a very 
attractive tag.

“The 1929 licenses will be issued 
on new cars purchased BEFORE 
December I, 1928. ae shown by bill 
of sale, without requiring payment 
of the 1928 tax, providing that the 
owner presents an affidavit that 
such car has not been operated by 
such owner upon the highways of 
Michigan during 1928. 
“License plates for 1929 will be 
issued on USED cars on which 
1928 tax has not been paid, provid­ 
ing that the owner presents affi­ 
davit that such car has not been 
operated by such owner upon the 
highways of Michigan during 1928. 
“Before license plates can be is­ 
sued for any commercial car, it 
will be necessary for the owner to 
furnish a new weight slip.

ber, horse power, the registration 
or license number and date of issue 
of receipt of registration.

ciently and promptly 
within 
a 
few days. 
Therefore to 
assure 
delivery of Christmas 
presents, 
cards and letters by 
Christmas 
day and public should shop early. 
Mail at least a week or IO days 
before Christmas, 
according 
to 
distance, 
postoffice 
authorities 
advise. 
In this way the mail will 
arrive in time and 
postal 
em­ 
ployes will be 
able 
to 
spend 
Christmas with their families. 
All articles easily broken 
or 
damaged must be plainly marked 
“fragile,” and perishables mark­ 
ed accordingly. 
No parcel may be more than 
84 inches in length

Two and one half times the space that is allotted to the passenger 
in the day coach. 
An average of twelve thousand two hundred and sixty pounds of 
car as against 8,800 pounds per passenger riding in day coaches. 
Parking of Pullman cars before train departure from and after 
arrival at the terminals involving considerable extra work and 
heavier terminal costs and requiring the holding, for that purpose 
only, of the railroads9 highest-priced lands in the larger cities• 
Pullman cars being often moved one way empty —as for instance, 
in the California and Florida service, which means a double road 
haul for one fare and in many cases to take care of these movements, 
cars have to be hauled extra distances. 
Railroads having to guarantee earnings on every line of Pullman 
cars operated and contracting for their use over a period of years.

LL of these obligations are extra expenses upon the railroads which 
> are not involved in the handling of day coach passengers.

The 192S deer season came to a 
close at sundown yesterday, and 
indications are that from the stand­ 
point of deer killed and the num­ 
ber of hunters in the woods it 
was the greatest season in the his­ 
tory of the peninsula. 
Sixty thousand licenses were dis­ 
tributed by the state conservation 
department to the 
various 
sales 
agencies, and reports from these 
quarters show that most of them 
were taken up by hunters. 
The 
number of deer taken 
over 
the 
straits by Lower Michigan nimrods 
has broken 
all .records. 
Up to 
noon yesterday, 4005 bucks were 
checked in at St. Ignace, the state 
ferry office reported, ae compared 
to 2,877 last year when previous 
records were smashed. 
About six­ 
ty deer were transported over the 
straits on Thursday, and 25 had 
been counted up to noon yesterday. 
Many Baar Killed. 
Bear were quite plentiful in the 
rapper peninsula woods this season, 
about fifty being counted at St. 
Ignace in addition to a like num­ 
ber of wolves and coyotes. 
Aa in former years, fatal acc!- 
dents again served to sadden sev- 
ieral hunting parties. 
Seven hunt­ 
ers died of gunshot wounds, one 
was killed when his automobile 
was struck by train while he was 
returning with his deer to Lower 


I Michigan and another 
has 
been 
missing in the woods near Shingle- 
to n since the season opened. 
No 
hope is held out for his discovery 
alive. 
Two Delta county hunters 
were victims. 
Maurice Fleury, 17- 
year-old Cornell youth, was fatally 
wounded when his rifle discharged 
while he was trying to unload it 
while hunting near his farm home. 
'Frederick W. Wickert, 24, Kipling, 
eon and only child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul W ickert of Terrace Gardens, 
w as shot to death his by fatherin- 
3aw who mistook him for a deer 
while hunting north of Watson. 
Favorable Weather. 
W eather conditions were favor­ 
able for hunting this season. 
The 
hunters were handicapped by the 
absence of snow the first five days, 
but a light blanket covered the 
ground the rest of the 15-day peri­ 
od and with the lowering of the 
tem perature the marshes and other 
wet lands were easier to traverse. 
Reports as to the plentifulness* 
of deer in the woods this season 
varied. It appears that the increas­ 
ed number of hunters incidentally 
decreased the chances for each in­ 
dividual, but judging from the num­ 
ber of deer seen on automobile 
fenders and railway stations the 
total kill*exceeds last year’s figure. 
It is true that many old-timers 
around here who never failed to 
fill their licensee in other years 
were unsuccessful. It appears, how­ 
ever, that these hunters have been 
accustomed to getting their deer 
within a few hours on the opening 
day, but this season they went out 
In the woods and returned before 
the hunting conditions became fa­ 
vorable. Those who ventured forth 
after the fourth of fifth day of the 
season came back 
with 
glowing 
tales of the fine hunting they had. 
The consensus of opinion among 
hunters is that the one-buck law 
has done wonders for Michigan's 
deer population and the majority 
of the nimrods are strong for it. 
On the other hand, some hunters 
are advocating an alternate season 
on bucks and does while others 
favor the buck law’, but would have 
a closed season every other year.
